‘A quarantine imposed by the 
Gifederal government to control 
the spread of the Mediterranean 
fruit fly will be imposed. on 
Palm Beach County effective 
June 1. 

Under the’ USDA order, soil, 
plants, and any other possible 
fly carrier will not be shipped 
out of infested areas unless the 
produce, etc, has been found 

6 free of infestation after inspec- 
tion. 

‘The quarantine was imposed 
in this county after the Loxa- 
hatchee area and the Glades 
were found to be lightly infest- 
ed. 

Other single flies have been 
found in and near the rich citrus 
felt in the central part of the 
state. While the quarantine 

‘Sapplies to all Palm Beach 
County, only infested areas will 
be under strict enforcement of 
the quanantine. 

Assistant County Agent H. L. 
Speer said yesterday that: the 
Glades is still moving anything 

~ they have. Even peppers, which 
are reported to be susceptible 
to the fly, are being moved on a 
limited permit and are being 
shipped to certain areas where 
there is no danger of carrying 
the fly with it.
